that goeth very farre, and rcacheth very high, So 
then, if we acknowledge a lawfull Authority and 
Soveraignty of Heaven over us in other things, and 
all things meer and fit to be done; every thing to be 
juſt matrer of dwey that God requireth us : there is

_ Thirdly, Like Father, like Sonne » Feſms Chrift 
himſclfe hath walked inthe feps of bas Farbers love, 
and hath goae es high in the declaration and cx- 
preſſions of his /ove, as the Facher hath done in his, 
He hath given himſclfe, and ofercd up himſcife in; 
ſacrifice upon the ſervice of the peace. and happi-' 
nefic of a moſt miſerable, wofull, and finfull world. 
For we maſt not look upon the deech and ſuffering. 
of Chrift ſimply as the ranſome and #trromement of 
the world; noras the gift of the Father only unto 
the world for the ranſome of ir, for then we ſhall 
fall ſhort in our reckonings : bur further, as the free 
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and glorious teſtimony and pledge of the unſpeake 
\able, and unconceivable /ove of Chriſt himſclfe unto 
'the world. The Holy - Ghoſt is very carefull ro 
vindicate the honour and glory of the love of leſwu 
Chriſ# himfelfe in hisdearb , and fo to recommend 


his Sonne unto the world, that he may not drowne, 
or quench, or prejudice in the lealt meaſure the 
glory of the /ave of Chrift himſelfe herein. Here in 
| perecive we love, (thoſe words of Ged, were not in the 
tormertrandſtation, neither are they found in the beſt 
Greek copics) that be i. c, Chriff hath layd dews bis 
| fe for ws (in the word immediately before the 

ext ) beſides many like expreſſions, wherby it ap- 
| peares, that the death and ſaforings of Chriff, were 
| not of conſtrain or weeeſſity , us the typicall ſacrifices 
of Beaſts under the Law were, who had' no inward 
principle to incline or make them willing to offer 
themliclves : they were faine to be drawn and drag- 
ged rothe Altar. by a ſtrong hand, and to be bound 
with cords to the horns thereof; orherwite there 
was no {acrifieatorie death ro be had of them : but 
the ſufferings of Chrif were abſolutely and —_— 
free, and conſequently excellesr and high expreffi- 
[ow of his leve umous. And therrath is, were rhe 
frame of our hearrs eminently ſpirituall , and our 
| apprehenſions truly Noble, and keene in touch and

Seconcly, This is another a ſad conſequence of cowards 
lineſle, it may tend to make us unprofitable,and un{ervicea« 
ble in cur places; / was afraid, and hid my talant, for I 
thought, thou waſt ahead maſter, You know whoſe ipecch 
it was. W hen a man hath both oporturr'ics and at ilitics 
to doc, God and the King, the Parliament and Kingdome, 
good (crvice, God hath beſtowed a good head-piece, much 
wiſcdome, an able body and healtbfall, a ſtrong arme, a 
valt ciiatc, a great command; and yet notwithſtanding, 
when the welfare of Church and Common-wealth, call 
him to make appearance, hee drawcs back, darcs not bee 
ſcene, all his talcnts are ticd in a napkin, there is nothing 
traded for God, becauſe hee is a Coward, and dares not 
looke out of dores. There will bee a heavy reckoning for 
that man, Take bim,bind him hand and foe, Cowardlincfſe 
makes men, though able, yet unprofitable, therefore take 
heed of it, 

Thirdly, The good cauſes, which men owne and fa- 
vour, may reccive a great deale of dammage, and prejudice 
by the puſillanimity, the' poorencſle of the Spirits of them, 
that appeare thergin, There was a notable piece of policy, 
in the endeavour of the rayling wretch Rabſbecab, to at-

that they might make % afraid and take our City, Coward- 
hneſlc ties a mans hands behind him, that hee can doe ao»

On Thurſday the 28.of Apriff 1600, of the Scoriſh Army, $90. 
of the Lord Viſcoum Compayer Regimens, 500. of Colocell Clhi- 
cheſters,400.0f the Lord-of the Ardecs Forces, and 400.ofthe Lord 
Clandebayes, 3. gs Armed Horſe, the Lord Commgyes, Co- 
lonell Chicheſters, and the Lord Gronevells, and pu of Je Lord 
.Grandiſons, © gether with ſome 4 or 5. Troopes of Tight Horſe, all 
theſe Forces met togecher,- and encamped at a place called Dram-

On Friday the 29. of Aprifl,chis Arrtiy marctied onwards all co-

ſet round abour the Land leaſt the Rogues ſhould ſteale away by 
night,the next morning being Sunday the firſt of ſay, the Boace 
which belonged unto the Z 19h being ignorantly left a float by the 
Rebels by the ſide of the Tland, it became the anely meanes of their 
ruine, for ſix Hilanders undertooke to ſwim for the Boace to ferch it 
over,whilt they were ſwimming,our Army playd ſo hard apon the 
land with Musker ſhot, that not a Rebell durſt peepe out of the 
Cave: Of theſe fix Hilanders,rwo returned not being able to ſwimme 
over, two ſtriving beyond their ſtrength were drowned, and onely 
two got over, who ſwimming with their Swords in their hangs cut 
the Boate looſe, and brought it over, which was manned with Muſ- 
"#2: ih tooke the Iland, releaſt the priſoners, and cut off the 
ehels, 
_  Akeerthis w:$ done, the Army marched on to the Nwry,the Horle 
rid faſt before, and when chey came wi:hin ſight of the rowne they 
purſued the Rogues flying out of the rowne, and running as falt as 
their ramble feer.could carry thera away ; upon this a Troope of 
Lighr Horſe were lent out, which were under the command” of Cap- 
laine Win'or, and cut off about 100. of the Rogues as they fled, the 
reſt of the Troopes drew neare unto the towne, and making a ſtand 
on alice hill about a quarcer of a mile from the towne, one Maſter 
Reading came riding out of the towne to them, who had: beene pri- 
ſoner with themever ſince the beginning of this Rebellion, and hee 
brought us word that the Rogues were all led out of the rowne ex- 
cept ſome of the ancient towne dwellers, and that they willingly 
yeelded the towne, bur that the Caſtle ſtood out ſill, in which were 
divers priſoners of the Engliſh,among the reſt Sir» Edward Trevers, 
Sir Charles Poynes and his ſonne came out to meet us who were ta- 


ken priſoners at the fir t ſurpriſall of the Nwsry. Colonell Chrich:fters 
| T.roope 
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Troope drew tiearerthe tawne and ſtood cloſe by the Church within + 
Mugker ſhot of the Caſtle umill the foote eame up, which was for the 
ſpace of two houres, when the generall Major came; they ſere away 
the Troopes to quarter, halfe a-mile our of the towne; and fer a 
ſtriokt cenrey at the rownes end that none ſhould come in bur thoſe 
whom he permured; what was gottenihe Horſe gor ne ſhare of, al- 
Gough they beſt deſerved it, the Lord Maginneſes Lady was now in 
the Nary. 

The next d y being Mondy the Generall Major Aownt Roe, and 
the Lord Comway,and Colonell Chicheſter reſolved to come to a 
parly with the Caſtle, not that they hcld it apy drfficultie to rake it; 
but in regard of thoſe priſoners which they had withn the: Caſtle, 
leaſt if they kad t Nlen upon it in the ſevereſt way, the Innocent had 
been deſtroyed with the Guilty, This made the Rogues to Rand 
upon their tearmes,and to refuſe many gratious proffers of mercy, 
and kept them all this day in Jaſpence,refuling to yeeld, the next day 
being Tueſday the third of May, Generali Adoxnt Roe ſent word 
unto the Captaine of the Caſtle, that norwithſtanding the priſoners 
be had of ours with him, if he would nor yeeld,fince there was no 
remedy, hewould blow up che Caſtle, the Capraine of the Caſtle 
returned him anſwer,that it he blew him up, we would be forced to 
borrow ſome of his powder; this pong anſwer made all 
t0 be prepared for © 0g pgs the Caſtic, at laſt when the Capcaine 
of the Caſtle ſaw that they were like to goe to it in good earneſt, he 
yeelded upon quarger for himſelfe and ſome more. After this Ca- 
ſtle was ſurretigred, they found but halfe a Barrell of Powder, 60. 
Muskets,and of them not above a dczen fixt ; they bad rwo murihes 
rers which they pur” out onely to make' a ſhew, which were found 
withouc Chambers, and ſo foule'and ruſty that none of them durſt 
h ve ſhotthem off; ſuch liule proofe is commonly in greatbragges 
when they come ro-the mriall, what ether things of worth were found 
n the Caſtle were alrogether concealed from" the Engliſh, except 
ſome who had greac friends. 

On Munday the fift of ſay ten out of every Troope were ſent 
to Danddie to the Engluh Army, the next day Sir Henry Tirchborne 
camg aloug wich themeo the Nury with a guard of three Troopes of 
Horlt,and ſtayed ſome three houres at the N#ry and returned. | 

The common Souldiers without direttion from the Generall Ma- 
jor tooke ſome 18, of the [r1/b ye" of the towne, and ſtript m_

naked, and thitw themaneo the River, und drowned them, ſhopting 
ſomen the water ; more haul tuffered ſo butrthar Tome of whe com- 
mon Souldiers were mage examples on and puniſhed, 

On Thurſday the 6, of Afay, the Lord Conmayes Troope, Colo- 
nel! Chicheſters,and the Lord Crommwels with part of the Lord Gras. 
difons, wen out cowards Armagh, and by the way they ſaw aboven 
thouſand of the Rebels which ſtood in a Bogge, but durſt nec ſtirre 
04t to inco unter with our Troopes,nor the T roopes could nat vome 
at them for the Bogge, akhough they fame would ' have charged 
them, therefore-they returned backe ro the Nary, thinking to fall 
upon them the next morning, and bring ſorge foot with them, bur 
chey heard the next day chat they were fled, and that Sir Philem 
0: Neale was among them. Some of the priſoners that made an 
from them, reporred that Armagh is burnt, and that the Rogues are 
fled from thence towards Chal:moune, 

On Friday being the ſixt of May thoſe of the Rebells that were 
in the Caſtle which had not (Quarter, and divers of the ill affeed 
Iriſh in the trowne were ſhot to death on the bridge, ſome three ſcore 
or more ; there was a great Iron Batrering peece taken in the Nary 
which was left on an eld Turret inthe towne, throwne off the Carria- 
ges, which I forgor to name before, 

On Saturday, the ſeventh of May, they provided ro March back 
again, leaving behinde in Garriſon at the N#ry about $00, men well 
armed, under the command of Lieutenant Colonell Sinkcleare, pro- 
miſing to ſend him ſome 500, more from Carri , with all 
the ſpeede poſſibly could be made, being ſome of the reſt of Livere- 
nant Collonel] Sinchckares Regiment, which came over fince the 
Army went abroad ; Generall Mejor Mownt Roe left privare direfti- 
on (as I heard) with Livetenam Collonell Sinkcleareto baniſh all che 

Iriſh out of the towne, as foone as he was gone. 

The Army marched home through Maginneſes, and Mr: Cartons 
Country, and marched in three Diviſions, burning all the houſes and 
corne before them, and brought away the ſpoyle of the countrey be- 
tore them, and canle in great abundance, there was much good?! ef 
vehinde, and proviſion which they could nether deſtroy nor carry 
awav, being hid under-ground in the backfide of every houſe; the 
deviſion that Collonell Chicheſter commanded, burn Nr, Cartons, 
and Ever Maginneſes owne dwelling- houſes. Sunday atnight was 
uch ſtormy wether, that ſome thirtic of- the ſouldiers others 
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which followed tha carape periſhed wath mecte cold 3 and no won-

On Wedneſday, the Army marched chrodgh the reſt of Mr. Cay- 
tons woods with all the aforeſaid loadon horſes and cowes, marching 
bs ages: but ſpreading the foot abroad in the woods, to burn the 
s Te built there, and to cleare the weods before 
them + They found no oppoſition this day, at night they encamped 
at Drumboe. 

The next day when the Cowes were to be divided, many of them 
were ſtollen away into the Ardees, and Clandeboyes the laſt night, 
and the gocds ſo ſneakt away by the Scots, that the Engliſh rroopes

= ar a jour to _—_— » ory inke it will be hard ro 
get them out ro march wich the Scors againe, who will have both the

In che abſence of the Army, there were ſix ſcore Muskerteres lef 
to Garriſon at Malone, which was fer upon by the Iriih, and thr 
moſt of it burnt ; theſe valiant Scors fer ro keep the rowne, when it 
was ſet upon, fled, and did not ſo much as face the Rebells, ſome 
$00,0f the Scors which lay in the Trench fume ſixe mile of Carvick- 
feroms, inthe abſence of the #foreſaid Army, went out to plunder, 
and being ſec upon by ſome horſe, and foote of the Rebells, nor 
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much above their number, I will nor fay fled from them, but reves; 
red (o faſt, as that they were forced to blow up a barrell of powder 
they had with them, and blew up ſome ei ofbetr mes wid ot 
as I heare credibly, loſt y 6.x hundred Armes, th _—_m_ 
matter a privately here, bur this is truth.
